The measure declares that all able-bodied 
male convicts in the penitentiaries; not 
otherwise employed, shall be set to cracking 
stone for the hard roads. The material shall 
be loaded on cars and sent to the districts

e atone fs to be taken from quarries on 
lands belonging to the State adjacent to the 
penitentiaries. If the Penitentiary Commis- 
sioners have no suitable quarry land now 
they might persuade the dominant stone 
companies in and around Joliet to sell a little 
to the State. By such an arrangement a 
strip of broken stone, running four miles 
along the drainage canal near the peniten- 
tiary, might be utilized. The Drainage com- 
mission thought it owned this stone until a 
few days ago, when it found that title 
been secured by a stone company some years 
ago and the D > District had no right. 
to it Whatever. : 

The farmers in northern Illinois are not 
clamoring for hard roads. They say they 
have plenty of them now, built by private 


to pay their proportionate part of the tax 
for building roads in less fortunate-and more 
muddy parts of the State. Some of them, 
too, evince a disposition to object to helping 
pay for the transportation of stone to cee aad 
districts. 


Quarrymen Approve Bill, 

The stone quarry people in and around 
Joliet are making the fight for the hard roads 
bill. They have called to their assistance the 
representatives of the labor organizations 
and the manufacturers. They declare, by the 
authority, of their attorney, that unless this 
hard roads bill is passed and becomes a law 
they will go into the courts of the State and 
compel the State officials, including the Com- 
missioners and the wardens of the prisons, to 
obey to the letter the provision of the consti- 
tutional amendment adopted in 1886, as tol- 
lows: 

“ Hereafter it shall be unlawful for the 
commissioners of any penitentiary or other 
reformatory institution in the State of IIII- 
nols to let by contract te any person or per- 
sons, or corporations, the labor of any con- 
vict confined within said institution.” 


in question this provision of the constitution 
is being violated constantly in the Joliet pris- 
on. The claim is made that while the convict 
labor is not hired out at so much per capita, 
and while the piece price plan is not observed, 
the law is disregarded by indirection by con- 
tractors taking the crude material to the 
prison and having it worked up into a semi- 

finished product. 


Much Opposition to the Plan . 


There was considerable opposition to the 
hard roads proposition from its inception 
‘here. Strenuous objection was made to 
‘many of the provisions of the measure. Will 
‘County was asking no hard roads, and Drew 
comes from Will. Drew was, moreover, a 
member of a commission appointed by Gov- 
ernor Tanner, under an act of the last Gen- 
eral Assembly, charged with the duty of In- 
vestigating the convict labor problem in 
Eastern prisons. The commission reported 
to this session of the General Assembly, ad- 
mitting, virtually, that it knew as little 
about the question when it got through as it 
‘did. when it began its labors. : 

While the hard roads project was languish- 
ing and attracting little interest, the attorney 
of the quarrymen makes his appearance in 
Springfield, announcing the program as 
above outlined, The labor men were in- 
duced to protest against alleged violation of 
the law at the prison. To give the proposi- 
tion still more strength, representatives of 
industries affected by convict labor also will 
appear before the committee and show how 
they are getting injured by it.

NEXT STEP IN MUNICIPAL REFORM. 

Under this heading Mr. Edwin Burritt 
Smith, writing in the April Atlantic Month- 
ly, makes four significant declarations. 

The first is that “as the merit system 
gains ground” the politicians “are more 
and more allowed to name the employés of 
the public service corporations,” and that 
there is now going on in New York and 


public service corporation, with its revenues 
and places,” as an ally of the happy 
family ” comprising the two political ma- 
chines. 
The second declaration is that the public 
service corpération is at once the main 
cause of municipal misrule and the chief 
obstacle to municipal reform,” and hence 
that the question of the hour in municipal 
politics is whether the public service cor- 
‘poration shall be controlled or destroyed.” 
Competition between such corporations is 
affirmed to be an illusory safeguard for the 
public, and “efficient control“ or “ public 
ownership and operation” are pronounced 
the two imperative ‘alternatives. id 
me third declaration is that, in view of 
„the difticulties of public ownership and 
operation, . the attempt should first 
be made to subject the public service cor- 
poration to an adequate public control,” on 
‘the basis of “a fair return on its actual in- 
vestment, and something, if earned, for its 
special skill in private management.” aa 
The fourth declaration is that“ the power 
of any legislative body to limit the legis- 
lative discretion of its successors ought not 
to be tolerated by a self-governing people.“ 
Mr. Smith would effectuate public control 
by refusing to municipal licenses the char- 
acter of contracts, and by leaving their 
terms subject at all times to legislative 
diseretion on the basis of their merits, 
The contrary doctrine—namely: that such 
éorporations may, by a mere majority in a= 
temporary Couticil, secure rights, perhaps 
for generations, which must not be im- 
paired—is alleged to be the source of bribery 
and of ‘outrageous public wrongs” im- 
pertinently defended as “ vested rights.” 
These. are all significant utterances in an 
article which bears evidence of deliberate 
thought.

Dr. William G. Anderson, associate di- 
rector of the Yale University gymnasium, is 
evidently not of the Apostle Paul's opinion 
that “bodily exercise profiteth little.“ He 
believes that physical, exercise profiteth 
much, and he sets forth the reasons for the 
faith that is in him in an article in the April 
Munsey’s entitled The Making of a Per- 
fect Man.” He defines the perfect man as 
“the one who has a powerful body at the. 
disposal of a trained mind.” Mental and 
physical strength should go together to at- 
tain the best results. Dr. Anderson holds 
that bodily exercise is as important as men- 
tal exercise. To neglect either is to fall 
short of manly perfection. 
According to this authority no man ever 
grows too old to need daily exercise, but 
the methods should differ at different epochs 
of life. Youth should lead an active; vig- 


use moderation, but should still exercise the 
muscles of the trunk as well as those of the 
limbs; old age should not cease entirely 
from action, but should select mild move- 
ments. At all periods of life it is best to 
avoid sudden and violent strains upon the 
muscles. A deliberate tensing of the mus- 
cles strengthens them and promotes general 
Yet, in spite of the violence of football, 
Dr. Anderson regards this as one of the best 
sports for producing bodily perfection. Of 
all men who engage in athletics or gymnas- 
tics, he says, the football players rank first 
as powerful specimens of manhood. They 
must combine brute strength with the abil- 
ity to run and engage in hand-to-hand con- 
tests with opponents.

 ISTHMIAN CANAL TRAFIC. 

Aldace F. Walker, chairman of the Board 
of Directors of the Santa Fe railroad, dis- 
cusses the preliminary report of the Isth- 
mian Canal commigsion in the April Forum. 
He devotes special attention to the portion 
of the report written by Professor Emory 
R. Johnson, on which Senator Morgan 
based a statement that us an invest- 
ment the Nicaraguan Canal bill will earn 
a highly remunerative profit on à cost 
of even $200,500,000."” Mr. Walker places 
no confidence in these sanguine views. He 
goes deeply into statistics to show that it 
is extrenrely doubtful whether the receipts 
from the canal -would pay the necessary 
operating and maintenance expenses, to say 
nothing of interest on the original invest- 
ment, 

The transcontinental railways have never |

Mr. Walker discounts this esti“ 
mate by showing that it took the Suez Canal 
twelve years to get up to a total of 3,400,000 
tons from all sources. Though the Nicarag- 
nan Canal would be twice as long and 
twice as costly as the Suez Canal, Profes- 
sor Johnson has based his estimates.on a 
toll of $1 a ton, or one-half the Suez toll. If 
the American canal were to start in with 

present tonnage of the Suez Canal the 
total traffic receipts would be only $9,000,- 
000 a year at this rate. Mr. Walker esti- 
mates that the cost of maintenance and 
operation alone would be $10,000,000 annu- 
ally. He also adduces many effective arxu- 
ments to show that a good deal of the poten- 
tial tonnage counted upon by Professor 
Johnson would avoid the canal on account 
of the tolls. 

On the whole Mr. Walker may be said 
to have made good his point as to the doubt- 
ful nature of the direct profits to be re- 
ceived from canal tolls.

It is perfectly true that the funds in chan- 
cery amount to. about $300,000,000. These 
funds are, however, not lying either idle or 
unclaimed, but are the property of suitors in 
the courts, and are held for them by the gov- 
ernment under the orders of the court. 

The amount of dormant funds in chancery 
that is to say, funds which have not been 


dealt with for fifteen years and upwards— 


does not exceed $5,000,000. One-third of this 
amount is in sums of less than $500, and few 
amount to over $5,000, A list of them is pub- 
lished in the Official Gasette every three 
years, and it may be added that in the vast 
majority of cases the persons ultimately en- 
titled to receive the money are known to the 
government. So

While there is no money to speak of lying 
unappropriated and unclaimed in the Court 
of Chancery, there is, however, a good deal of 
money of this kind lying unclaimed in the 
hands of bankers. I do not know how mat- 
ters are managed in this respect in the 


any length of time that does not have in its 
possession a more or less considerable sum in 
the shape of unclaimed balances—that is to 
say, balances for which na applicant is forth- 


peared. There are plenty of people who, 


or neglect to leave any record or indication 
of the nature and locality of their bank 
balances, and unless the executors take the 


stituting what may be described as a bank to 
bank investigation, the banks are careful not 
to volunteer any information. on the subject. 


istence for 150 to 200 years these unclaimed 
balances amount.to something enormous. 
So great has the scandal in the matter be- 
come that the government has finally de- 
cided to secure the enactment of a most 
stringent law, compelling all banks to pub- 
lish periodically’a, list of all unclaimed bal- 
ances, giving the name and last known ad- 
dress of the depositor and the amount at 
stake; and, after the lapse of a certain length 
of time; to turn over such unclaimed 
balances to the national treasury. All in- 
testates forfeit their property to the govern- 
ment where there are no kith and kin, and it 
is held that unclaimed balances are on the 
same footing. Moreover, if any heirs were 
to turn up eventually for these unclaimed 
balances the government would be, to say 
the least, quite as responsible as the banks 
to the next of kin. It is held that if the list 
of these unclaimed balances in the possession 
of the various banks were published an- 
nually there would be put an infinitesimal 
amount left unclaimed, and, this being the 
case, the retention of the money. by the 
banks, as well as the secrecy observed in the 
matter, partakes of 3 nature ot fraud. 


An immense amount nt of opposition is being

About the only noticeable feature in wholesale 
trade lines is the fact that good sized orders are 
everywhere being placed for early spring and sum-
